HE Corruption and Depravity of Mankind, or the 
| Apoſtacy of human Nature from a ſtate of original 
Righteouſneſs, is a Truth, of which the proofs from Fact 


are almoſt, if not altogether, innumerable. They are as ex- 


tenſive, as the univerſal Hiſtory of the Species itſelf. And 
one of the moſt ſtriking Inſtances we have of it, upon re- 
cord, is, the Requiſition, which the children of Iſrael made 


to Samuel, when they ſaid, „Give us a King to judge us, 


that we alſo may be like all the Nations,” when Gop himſelf 
B was 
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was ſo condeſcending, as to be their Sovereign; and, when 
the Syſtem of their Government, civil, eccleſiaſtical, and ſpi- 
ritual, was entirely T, Beocratic. A Mode of Government, 
which has been peculiar to the jewiſh State and People. 
Whoſe ſurprizing Infatuation and Miſconduct were tranſport- 
ed to ſuch an Extreme, as, either from a love of Novelty, 
of Parade, or of Variety, to reject their Gop, as their Poſte- 
rity have rejected the MEssLAan, and would not have HI to 


reign over them. 


How far, the unfortunate and moſt ſorrowful Occurrences, 
in the Annals of the Britiſh Empire, which, from the Aſſo- 
ciation of Ideas, muſt force themfelves upon our recollection 

on this day's ſolemnity, might ariſe from a ſomewhat ſimilar 
Spirit---from a general and irreligious Diſregard of the divine 
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Government, we ſhall not preſume to determine. Certain 
however it is, that, in the Conduct and Diſpenſations of Pro- 
vidence, the ſinful Enormities of a People are puniſhed with 
ſome national viſitation, by which the collective Body of the 
Community ſhall be made to fee/, and to ſuffer ; and no leſs. 
certain it is, that, in the midſt of Judgment, the great Author 
of our being is pleaſed to remember Mercy : ſo that the very 


= ſame. Stroke, of the righteous Vengeance of heaven, which is 
profitable for Reprogf, is as profitable for Correfon, and In- 
ftrution ; and what, at one time is lamented as an Evil, in its 

nal Operation is confeſſed to be a Good. =

To enter upon a minute Detarl of all that Series of illegal 
and unconſtitutional Proceedings---that political Diſtraction, 
that religious Inſanity, thoſe melancholy Scenes, which ter- 
minated at laſt in the tragical Diſſolution of the Church and 
State, at this Period, would be a Taſk, in ſome reſpects, invi- 
dious; in others, painful; and in all, perhaps, unediſying. 


With regard to KinGs---it ſhould never be forgotten, that, 
they are Men; and Men, of like Paſſions with ourſelves. And, 
, it has been obſerved, I think, with the perfect approbation of 
" good Senſe, ſound Judgment, and a thorough Acquaintance 
with human Nature, to ſay nothing of the more amiable Prin- 
ciples of our Religion, whoſe very Line of life is Benevolence 
and Charity; that, Inſtead of wondering there are ſo many 
Kings, unſit and unworthy to be truſted with the Government 
of Mankind, appear in the World, we ought rather to wonder 
there are any tolerable z when we conſider the F lattery, with 
which they are moſt commonly ſurrounded from their very 
Cradle ; and the Tendency of all thoſe falſe Notions, which 
are inſtilled into them by Precept, and by Example---by the 
habits of Courts, and by the intereſted, ſelfiſh views of Courtiers. 
They are bred up to eſteem themſelves of a di/tin# and ſuperior 
Species among Men ; as Men are, amongſt Animals,” 


With regard to Tus PeEoPLE-=<-jn the Commotiens of a 
State, upon the Cauſes, the . Conſequences, or the Cure of 
Ba which 
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which, much more than the Majority is abſolutely incompe- 
tent to decide, heir uſual Guide is, their extemporaneous Sen- 
ſibilities-— which, when they are impaſſioned, and inflamed, are 
of all Guides the moſt unruly, and the moſt dangerous ; very 


properly, and very ſtrikingly exhibited in the Entertainment of 


Solomon's Idiot, “ ſcattering Firebrands, Arrows, and Death, 


and crying out, Am I not in ſport ?”---In one ſenſe indeed, 


they may demand our Pi, where they might otherwiſe deſerve 


our Cenſure ; when it is recollected, that, the Madneſs of thein 


Fury is more generally. inſpired by the Craft, the Policy, and 
the Seduction of their reſpective Demagogues. To Them there- 


fore, as to their real Origin, muſt be referred the Miſtakes and 


Errors into which their unthinking Adherents may be plunged,, 
in the phrenzy of political Agitations. 


Upon the moſt calm Review of a Period, ſo remarkable in 


the Annals of this Empire, and, it may be, of any Empire of 


the World---and, at this Diſtance of time, when our Deciſions 


are more likely, if ever, to be impartial and temperate ; it ſeems 
to be agreed by All, who permit themſelves. to be directed by a: 
Spirit of Mod-ration, in their Judgment of Perſon. and Events, 
that, the Propenſity there is in our very Nature to be preju- 
diced, and even obſtinate, in our ew- Cauſe, and to run to Ex- 
tremes in every Cauſe, was the wunde/igned, and unforeſeen 


Occaſion of ſuch Exceſſes, as neither Piety, nor Prudence, 


nor Policy will attempt to juſtify : leaſt of all in Thoſe, who, 
let 
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let their individual Merits and Abilities be hrt they might, 
could have no fort of con/{itutional Pretenſions to the Offices 


they filled, or to the Powers they aſſumed. 


Having no Deſign, however, to analyze the Principles, whicfr 
brought the Sovereign of theſe Realms into ſo humiliating a 
Situation, and to ſo ignominious an End- to panegyrize, in 
ſtrains of inordinacy, a Character, which, though in many par- 
ticulars, excellent, was not, in all probability, deſtitute of ſome 
political indiſcretions---or, to expoſe the Ra ſhneſs of ſuch, as 
might be, alas]! too eager to aggravate Improprieties, into 
Crimes; let me ſolicit both the Patience and the Candour of 
your ſerious Attention, while I am dropping but a few Remarks. 
upon ANOTHER KiNG, ONE JEsUs: for the preaching: of 
whom, at the Criſis to which the Text relates, the moſt diſ- 
tinguiſhed Apoſtle of the Gentiles was ſuſpected, and. accuſed,, 
of acting contrary to the Decrees of Cœſan, and of turning the 
World upfide down; though there ſcarce. ever was a more. 
zealous Advocate, for conſcientious Submiſſion to human. Le 


giſlation and Juriſdiction, than Himbelf. * 


IN the prophetic Hiſtory we have. of our bleſſed. Saviour, 
it was foretold, that, the very extraordinary Perſon, who ſhould 


*Pleaſe to conſult, in proof of this, and without any Commentary, the obvious 


Meaning of Rom. iii.

become incarnate in the fullneſs of Time, as the one M- 
DIATOR between God and Man, ' ſhould be remarkable for 

ſuſtaining three diſtin& Offices---that, of a PRoeuerT ; that, 

of a PRIEST ; and that, of a KING. 


The Paſſages, in which He is thus repreſented to us in the 
facred Writings, are numerous. We can mention only ſeveral. 
For inſtance---** A Prophet ſhall the Lord your God raiſe up 
A | unto you of your Brethren ; him ſhall ye hear in all things, 

| whatſoever He ſhall fay unto you. And it ſhall come to 
paſs, that every Soul, which will not hear Hat Propbet, tall” 
=_ be deſtroyed from among the People.” 


In alluſion to his prieſtly Office, we are told, that, Such an 
High Prieſt became us who is holy, harmleſs, undefiled, ſepa- : 
= : rate from finners, and made higher than the Heavens---that, |

Brethren, that he might be a merciful and faithful High Prieſt 3 

in things pertaining to God, to make Reconciliation for the 6 
I | Sins of the people” ---and that, We have ſuch an High 
y Prieſt, who is ſet on the right hand of the Throne of the Ma- 
Y jeſty in the heavens ; a Miniſter of the Sanctuary, and of the 
| true Tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, and not Man. 
Wherefore, He is able to fave to the uttermoſt All who come 
unto God by Him.“ 


With 
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With reſpect to his Royalty, as a King, Thus faith the Lord, 
% J have ſet My KING upon my holy hill of Zion. Be wiſe 
now therefore, O ye Kings; be inſtructed, ye Judges of the 
carth : kiſs THE Son, left he be angry, and ye periſh from the 
way, if his wrath be kindled, yea but a little: bleſſed are all 
they, who put their truſt in Him.”---And again, © Rejoice 
greatly, O Daughter of Zion; ſhout, O Daughter of Jeruſalem ! 
Behold, thy KING cometh unto «thee: he is juſt, and having 
Salvation; lowly, and riding upon an afs, even upon a colt, the 
Foal of an aſs.” 


From theſe "paſſages, it is very evident, that, Tut Mrs- 
SIAH is to be con/idered, and received, and regarded, in the 
Character, or office, of a King. And a King, is an office of 
the higheſt Rant, Authority, and Neſpectability-—a ſupreme 
Ruler and Governor - whoſe Buſineſs, and whoſe Honour it 
is, to execute the Power, with which he is inveſted, accord- 
ing to Law, Juſtice, and Right, for the general Good. For, 
if a King ſhould ceaſe to rule according to Law and Juſtice, 
he deſtroys the very being of that Government, which it is his 
Office to ſecure and to defend; and, in ſo far, He ceaſes to be 
a King. If the F ountam of Juſtice be diſorderly and corrupt, | 
what muſt the Streams be If the Head of the Body Politic be 
| regardleſs of right and wrong, what can the Members be !--- 
A Magiſtrate, who is elevated to ſuch a Dignity, and who is. 


a Deſpiſer of that, which ought to be his Delight and his Sup- 
port, 
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port, is only elevated there, to be at once the Scourge, and the 
Scorn of Mankind! 


When THE REeDEr MER of the World 1s ſpoken of as having 


been appointed to the Office of A KING, we are not then to 


confider him ſo much in his efſentzal Deity, as in his mediato- 
rial Character and Undertaking. For, as Gop, He is the King 
of all the earth by neceſſity of Nature, and by right of Creation. 
It is as Mediator only, that He can be ſaid to be nominated, 
or elected, to that Office. | | 13 


Very proper therefore, and indeed very expedient it is, that, 


in the elucidation of this ſubject, we ſhould be cautious to pre- 


ſerve the diſtinction between the natural and the mediatorial 


Kingdom, and Government of the Son of God. With reſpect 
to the former it is, that we read, © Thine, O Lord, is the 
Greatneſs, and the Power, and the Glory, and the Majeſty : 
all, that is in the Heaven, and in the Earth, is Thine: thine 


is the Kingdom, and thou ruleſt over all.” And, with reſpect 


to the latter, you read, Behold a Virgin ſhall conceive, and 
{hall bring forth a Son, and ſhall call his Name, J=sUus. He 


ſhall be great, and ſhall be called the Son of the Higheſt ; and 


the Lord God ſhall give unto Him the Throne of his father Da- 
vid. And he ſhall reign over the houſe of Jacob for ever, and 
of his Kingdom there ſhall be no End.“ -The ſuperlative 
Beauty of another Authority, on the fame point, muſt plead

my excuſe for its Recital-- I ſaw Heaven opened, ſays St. 
John the divine, and behold a white Horſe : and He, who fat 
upon it, was called faithful and true ; and in Righteouſneſs he 
doth judge, and make war. His Eyes were as a flame of fire; 
and on his Head were many Crowns; and he was cloathed 
with a Veſture dipt in Blood; and his Name is called, TE 
WorD or Gop. And, He hath on his Veſture, and on his 
Thigh, a Name written, —

80 that this Jeſus is the King eternal, immortal, inviſible, 
the only wiſe GOD, and our SAVIOUR. The King of 
Righteouſneſs---the King of Peace---the King of Glory---and

Should it be deemed requiſite for me to offer any thing, by 
way of Information, concerning TE NATURE OF HIs KiNG- 
DOM, and, THE PECULIAR CHARACTERISTICS OF IT's SUB- 
JECTS---of his Kingdom, it may be obſerved upon his own ex- 

reſs Teſtimony, [when He ſtood at the bar of Pontius Pilate, 


accuſed as a Blaſphemer for making himſelf equal with God, 


and as a Traitor, for calling himſelf a King,] that, © his King- 
C dom 
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dom is not of this World.” It is not founded upon the Maxis 
of this World---it is uncongenial with the Spirit and Temper of 
this World---it is totally inconfiſtent with an inordinate 
Affection for the Friendſhip, the Purſuits, and the Enjoy- 
ments of this World---it's Riches, it's Pleaſures, it's Honours, 
and it's J/i/dom are entirely diſtinct from Thoſe of this World. 


We are not therefore to form our Opinion of His Kingdom by 
the Manners and the Judgments of this World, any more than 
by it's external Appearance : if we do, we ſhall be moſt ſadly 
deceived ; for, it is a ſpiritual Kingdom---which conſiſts, not 
in Meats and Drinks, in Places or Ceremonies, but, in Rghte- 


ouſneſs, and Peace, and Jay in the holy Ghoſt. 


But, though the Kingdom of the Redeemer 1s ſo apparently: 
inſignificant, and, if we were to be determined by it's outward 
Aſpect, fo abſolutely eclipſed by all the Glories of this World, 
it has this tranſcendent Superiority, that, it ſhall ſurvive the 
general Wreck of Nature itſelf ; and ſhall triumph in inutterable 
Splendour and Magnificence throughout Eternity! * The God: 
of heaven, faid the prophet Daniel, by the Spirit of Inſpiration, 
ſhall ſet up a Kingdom, which ſhall never be deftroyed : and 
the Kingdom ſhall not be left to other people, [as the ſucceſſive 
Monarchies of the World have been, ] but it ſhall break in pieces, 
and conſume all other Kingdoms; and IT ſhall ſtand, or ever.”

As to THE SUBJECTS of this Kingdom, they are ſuch as re- 
pent, and believe the Goſpel - ſuch as are born of God, and- 
transformed by the renewing of their Minds they are the poor 
in ſpirit; the meek; the merciful; the pure in Heart; the 
Peace-makers ; they are the Light of the World -the Salt of 
the Earth---a choſen Generation, a royal Prieſthood, an holy 
Nation---denying all Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſts, and living 
ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly in this preſent World ; looking 
for that bleſſed Hope, and the glorious Appearing of the great 
God and our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, who loved them, and gave 
Himſelf for them, that He might redeem them from all In- 
1quity, and purify them unto himſelf a peculiar People, zealous 
of good Works. 


Such is the Nature of this Kingdom---and ſuch are the Sub- 
jets of this King. They are celebrated, in the facred Writings, 
as choſen, and faithful, and called; the Elect of God; called by 
his Grace; attached to their Sovereign; delighting in his 
Laws; happy in his Protection; /atrsfied with his Favour ; and 
faithful unto Death; when they ſhall receive that Crown of 
Life, of Righteouſneſs, and of Glory, which fadeth not away 
and which the Lord hath promiſed to them that love Him. But, 
as for thoſe his Enemies who will not have HIN to reign over 
them, they ſhall be puniſhed with everlaſting Deſtruction from 


the preſence of the Lord, and from the Glory of his Power- 
C 2 when 
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when He comes to be glorified in his Saints, and to be admired 


in all them, who believe in Him, at the laſt Day. 


I muſt return however once more to the permiſſive Diſpen- 


fations of this great King, at the remarkable Period, which the 
Solemnity of this Day mult recall to our Memory. 


From the perſonal Misfortunes of the Sovereign, [who- ap- 
pears to have fallen a diſaſtrous Sacrifice to the Prejudices of his 
Education, to the Treachery of his Subjects, and to his reſolute 
Adherence to the eccleſiaſtical Eſtabliſhment of the Conſti- 
tution, as the beſt Security and Support of the Religion of the 
Country, ] we ought at leaſt to be reminded, and convinced, of a: 
yery intereſting and important Truth---the abſolute Supremacy 
of the moſt high GOD over all Per/ons, Events, and Things. 
As it is written, in Terms of moſt expreſſive Solemnity, as well 
as of religious Inſtruction, . He leadeth Counſellors away 


ſpoiled, and maketh the Judges, Fools. He looſeth the Bond 


of Kings, and girdeth their loins with a Girdle. He leadeth. 


Princes away ſpoiled, and overthroweth the Mighty. He re- 
moveth away the Speech of the truſty, and. taketh away the 


Underſtanding of the aged. He poureth. Contempt. upon. 


Princes, and weakeneth the Strength of the mighty. He diſ- 
covereth deep things out of Darkneſs, and. bringeth out ta 


Light the Shadow of Death. He increaſeth the Nations, and 
deſtrayeth- 
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deſtroyeth them: he enlargeth the Nations, and ſtraiteneth 
them again, He taketh away the Heart of the chief of the 
people of the earth, and cauſeth them to wander in a Wilderneſs 
where there is no way. They grope in the dark without 
light, and he maketh them to ſtagger like a drunken Man.--- 
O!] the Depth of the riches, both of the Wiſdom and Know- 
ledge of God! how unſearchable are his Judgments, and his 
Ways paſt finding out.!“ 


From the more circumſtantia! Hiſtory of the calamitous 
Diſtractions, both of the Church and the State, at this Period, 
We may learn, how very much the Uſe and the Abuſe of certain 


Terms and certain Things affect the Peace and Felicity of So- 
ciety at large, and of Individuals in particular---as well as, how 
to apply the former, and. how to avoid. the latter: ſuch, for in- 
ſtance, as the qiuine Right of Kings Ppaſſive Obedience, and 
Mon ręſiſtance- the Liberty of the W ation Con 
fience-Patriotiſin-—and the like. 


* 


That each of theſe Terms and Things may be, and in 
deed have been, very grievouſſy iſapplied, is, what we have 
been taught by the moſt melancholy and fatal Experience. To: 
ſuppoſe, that any King can have a divine Right to act wrong---- 
to be a Tyrant---a Monſter ;- to bid defiance to all the Laws, 

of Juſtice, of Humanity, and his Country, is very well under 


ſtood: 
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ſtood to be a Contradiction to Nature, to Reaſon, to Religion, 
and to God. 


It is no leſs a Contradiction, perhaps, to Nature, to Reaſon, 
to Religion, and to God, under the too plauſible Pretences, of 
a Right to reſiſt, in particular Caſes---of the Liberty of the 
Subje&t---of Toleration---and Patriotiſm---to diſturb the royal 
Peace; to interrupt the Tranquillity of the State ; to obtrude 
upon the Frame of the Conſtitution ; or, to attempt an Im- 
provement, where the Attempt may be unneceſſary; the In- 
provement, utopian ; and the 1/ue, not only uncertain, in point 


of Succeſs, but even alarming, in point of Danger. 


To prevent, as much as human Foreſight, and the Wiſdom of 
imperfect Beings can be ſuppoſed to prevent, a Repetition of thoſe 
Evils, which have ariſen, and which might ariſe, from each of 


theſe Extremes, a civil and eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution has been 


formed, in which the reſpective Rights, of the Sovereign, and of 
the People, are very nicely aſcertained, and very ſuitably adjuſted. 


Still however there are ſome among us, who are forever plead- 
ing, what they think fit to call, the Rights of Man ; the Rights 
of the Citizen; and the Rights of Conſcience, in oppoizion to this 
Conſtitution ! Far be it from us, to pretend to any uncommon 
Superiority of Merit, of Patriotiſm, or of Influence But, if 
we cannot improve the Underſtandings, correct the Judgments, 


and 
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wt, 


E 

and liberalize the Souls of the Vulgar---for ſuch, it ſeems, 
are They, who preſume to differ from the philoſophical and 
political Prodigies of our Times---let us be allowed the indul- 
gence of thinking and ſpeaking for ourſelves : let us be permitted 
the Favour of Partiality and Attachment to our preſent happy 
Conſtitution, both in Church and State: and though, for want of 
that /uper/ative Capacity, with which the great Author of our 
being may have diſtinguiſhed [in their own Conceit at leaſt] ſome 
modern Innovators, their favourite Speculations may excite our 
Surprize, much more than our Approval, {till let us be granted 
the Toleration of ſuppoſing, that our Breaſts may alſo glow with. 
one Spark of that patriotic Spirit, with which the Breaſts of 
others profeſs to be ſo much inſpired, fo much inflamed !. 

For, have the Oppoſers of our ralnieads Conſtitution a right 
to Thin? So have We. Have They a right to /þeak ? So have 
We.---Have They a right to perition ? So have We. But, in 
Them, it is Privilege---in Us, Perſecution.---In Them, it is To- 
leration-— in Us, Bigotry.---In Them, Liberality of Sentiment--- 
in Us, the Prejudices of Education, the Abſurdity of Cuſtom, 
and an ignoble Submion to Antiquity, to ecclęſiaſtical Authority, 


and to civil Power ! 


Unequal to the Taſk. of contending with ſuch decided Ad 
vantages, on the part of our Accuſers, Them/efves being Judges, 


we have no Refuge, no Protection, no Plea, but what we: 
| can 


WW } 
can derive from the Amiableneſs of Candour, the Dictates of 
Moderation, the Glories of the Reformation, and the Genius 
of that Religion, which we both avow. Under the Genius of 
whoſe Tuition we have perhaps been miſled to imagine, that, 
c To ruffle the Peace of a well-formed Society, is no good Evi- 


dence of a benevolent Heart---or, of an enlarged underſtand- 


ing: to introduce Confuſion and Diſorder into a legitimate 


Conſtitution, is no ſatisfactory Proof of our Patriotiſm : and, to 
make a Sacrifice of the Spirit of Chriſtianity upon the Altar of 
non-effential Diſtinctions, is but a poor Recommendation of 
that Piety, or that Conſcience, whoſe righteous Claims we 


would be underſtood to maintain, and ſecure. 


But how are theſe Rights to be maintained and ſecured ? 
For, firſt of all, we are told, by Perſons of a particular De- 
ſcription, of a kind of excluſive Right, which they ſeem to 
claim, to a compleat Toleration *---a ſort of Thing, which is a 


Contradiction both in Terms, and in Law. 


Then, you are very modeſtly aſſured, of an equal Right they 
have, to the Poſſeſſion of certain Offices of Truſt, Influence, 


* By which is meant, Authority by Law to declare and defend all that Variety of 


Myſticiſm, Abſurdity, Error, F alſhood, Enthuſiaſm, and Blaſphemy, which the 
Multitude of Sectaries, with which this Nation abounds, may think proper to ſpawn !!! 


And this, it ſeems, would in time produce a rational and permanent Uniformity of

If there be any thing more aſtoniſhing than This, it is, the 
almoſt faulty Exceſs of patient Indifference with which ſuch 
Sentiments are permitted to paſs. Had I the Piety of an 
Apoſtle, and the Thunder of a Demoſthenes, I would knock 
at the Pillow of ſuch lethargic Compoſure, and endeavour to 
awaken it to that degree of indignant Senſibility, which would 
by no means degrade the Chriſtian, the Miniſter, or the Man. 
If the little Zeal, I have been ambitious to ſhew on this Oo- 
caſion, be illiterate or imtemperate, and demand an Apology, 1 

muſt beg leave to refer you for that, to the Cavse, by which 
it has been animated -the Intereſts of Religion, the Quiet of 
the State, and the Safety of the Church. 
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That Perſecution, for the ſake of our conſcientious Opinions, 
is an Evil, to be deteſted and abhorred, ſcarce a Member of 
Society is left among us, who is ſo degenerate as to diſpute. 
But what is Sedition? Is there 20 Evil in That? - Merciful God! 
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that ever thy moſt holy and 3 Religion ſhould tive 
been perverted to the unnatural and diſgraceful Purpoſes of 
Perſecutiom, by one diviſion of thy Creatures---and of Sedition, 
by another! when, the great Author of that Religion came 
down from Heaven upon the godlike Errand of Mercy and of 
Grace---when, the Miracles, he performed, were Miracles of 
Compaſſion, as well as of Power---when, the whole Hiſtory of 
his Liſe was, that, He went about doing good---when, in the 
very article of his Death, as the great Sacrifice for Men, he 
was heard to pray for his Enemies and his Murderers---and 
when, amidſt all the unutterable. and inconceivable Glories, 
with which He is now ſurrounded at the right hand of God, 
He ever liveth to make Interceſſion for them, who come unto 


God by Him f! 


Is there any Encouragement in this Example, either to per- 
ſecute, or to be ſeditious? And, is it not Sedition, to ſpeak in 
difreſpectful terms of the Religion, of the Conſtitution, or of the 
Sovereign of our Country? We have been accuſtomed to think, 
by all the Laws of Nations and of God, that the Perſon of the 
Sovereign is to be treated as ſacred, on account of his Office. 
To inſult the Offce, is an Act of TreaſonTreaſon, againſt 
the Conſlitution ! For, is it neeeſſary to remind ſome wilful 
Novices in the Knowledge of our Government, that it is a. 
MoxARCHVY? and, that a King is an ESSENTIAL BRANCH,

But, perhaps, this Indecency of Expreſſion may not be le- 
velled againſt the Offce, but againſt the Man /---If fo, we ſhall 
not ſcruple to aſſert, that, againſt ſuch a Man, and /uch a Cha- 
racter, it is as inhuman, as it is illiberal, and ungrateful ! Bur- 
dened, as The Sovereign muſt neceſſarily be, with all the Cares, 
which are unavoidably connected with his peculiar Sphere of 
Action---poſſeſſed, of all the various Senſibilities, which belong 
to the moſt endearing, and the moſt honourable Relations of 
Lite---and affected, by all the numberleſs Solicitudes, which 
attach to ſuch a Sphere, and ſuch Relations; to be inſulted with 
the Idea of his being the Servant, inſtead of being treated with 
the Veneration, the Reſpect, the Gratitude ſo juſtly due to 
Him, as the FATHER ; the FRIEND; and the GUARDIAN 


of a loyal and affectionate People---it is an Imagination ! No! 


it is a /candalous Reality, at which we bluſh! which makes our 


very Nature ſhudder / and, which it were diſgraceful to mention, 


if it were not more ſo, to leave in Silence]! 


In Juſtification of this remark, I fly not to the various 


reſources of Language or of Eloquence. I attempt not to de- 
lineate the grand outlines of a fictitious Character---much leſs 
would I defame the Office, or the Situation, in which I am 
now placed, by ſtraining every nerve of expreſſion towards a 
premature Apotheoſis---but, I will refer you to that more than 
Oratory of Tears; that filent and folemn Diſtreſs ; that Uniſon 


of ſorrow, which was ſeen and felt in every generous heart,

when the Sovereign of theſe Realms was in a ſtate of peculiar 
Afition---as well as, to the loyal Effuſions, the overflowings 
of their Gratitude and Congratulations on his Recovery.

vidual can avail but little. 


That we have a Right, a right by Nature, to worſhip the 
divine Being according to thoſe particular Views and Modes, 


which our Conſciences, after having made uſe of every proper 


Mean of Information, ſhall dictate, is without Controverſy. 


But, is there any Law of Reaſon ? any Law of Nature? any 
Law of Religion? is there any kind of Law under heaven, 
which can give us a Right, or even a compleat Toleration to 
abuſe the Religion, the Eſtabliſhment, or the Sovereign of a 
Nat:on---whoſe Protection we enjoy, and whoſe Privileges we 
receive, be they more, or be they lefs ?---Perhaps, Ve may 
be ſo weak as to think, that, an Indignity, which 1s offered: 
to the chef Magiſbrate of the Country, is an Indignity to. the 


Country itſelf; or, to adopt the fantaſtic Language of ſome 
modern Writers, it 1s an Indignity to e Majeſiy of the 


People ! * 


As one of the Individuals to whom that Dignity, it ſeems, belongs, I have noꝛ 
been able to diſcover any extraordinary Proof of deferential regard, but rather much 
of the Crimen læſæ Majeftatis, in the unlimited Cenſure lately paſſed upon the great 


body of the Nation for their generous Congratulations on the Sovereign's Recovery.
